“All of us acclaim you,” M. 
Bouisson told Lindbergh, “and all 
of us pay tribute to the illustrious 
eviator first to cross the Atlantic. 
alone and whose valor is equatied 
only by his modesty.” 

The transatlantic flight, MM. 
Bouisson continued, aroused tho 
greatest enthusiasm of all France. 
“T® you had flown over the depart- 
ments, over our cities and our vi!- 
lages, your welcome would have 
been the same as here.” 

Ambassador Herrick, speaking 
for Capt. Lindbergh, expressed the 
ayiator’s thanks for the royal wel- 
‘come which had been accorded 


him, 
Lindbergh Speaks. 

Fhen Capt. Lindbergh proved 
himself as facile at speaking as at 
fiying, and in one of his customary 
brief addresses endeared himeelf to 
every one of the deputies who 
crowded the President’s salon to 
welcome him.
